The aero men who are gathered here 
from all parts of the country believe 
the Wrights have realized that their 
prestige has suffered through the recent 
feats of Paulhan, Curtiss and Hamilton, 
and that they are determined to put 
their pupils through even more difficult 
maneuvers than those of yesterday. 

-Four of the six pupils of the Wrights 
made a dozen flights. Most of these 
were of short duration, but the pilets of 
the trimly built aeroplanes exhibited 
wonderful control over the machines in 
sudden dives and ascents, and tur#ng 
amazingly sharp corners. And then

Brookins Trains Two Months. 

The way in which Brookins became 
associated with the Wrights lends an- 
other element of the tnterest to his rec- 
‘ ord-breaking flight. 

It appears that during the first week 
of April Brookins, whose home is in 
Dayton, began visiting the Wright 
brothers daily at their shop there in 
the hopes of persuading them to give 
him a chance as one of their pupils. At 
that time the Wrights were receiving 
hundreds of letters a day from would- 
be ¢viators who wished to help them 
out, dad were consequently irritated 
with Brookins’ persistence. 

“But he kept on hanging around,” 
said Orville Wright this morning, ‘and 
s0 more to get rid of him than any- 
thing eles we sent him down to our 
training camp at Montgomery. There 
he picked up the trick of flying more 
quickly than all the rest. The first day 
he went up he fought a. 15-mile breeze 
like a veteran. He's an excellent me- 
chanic and a natural born aeroplane 
‘\driver.’’

‘went over to Brookins and said: 

“You can go up after your height rec- 
ord if you want to.”’ 

“Sure, I want to,’’ answered the young 
aviator, walking toward his machine. 

“And say, Brookins,” said Wright, 
“turning to look at him as he walked 
away, “you can fi,0n. as high as you 
Want to.” 

Brookins smiled delightedly. So per- 
fect is the obedience in the corps of 
the Wright pupils to their teachers that 
the ambitious young aviator would not 
have gone 100 feet above his record of 
2083 feet if one of the Wrights had not 
given him permission.

DOWIE DISCIPLE, BITTEN BY 
SNAKE, REJECTS AID AND DIES 


Prominent Zion Leader Relies on 
Prayer and Expires in 
Great Agony. 


CHICAGO, June 14.—Death, caused by 
a rattlesnake bite last night ended near- 
ly;a week of torture endured, through 
religious fanaticism by Oliver Pugh, 60 
years old, of Zion City. 

Pugh was bitten by the snake last 
Wednesday, but, true to the teachings 
of his creed, refused to take antidotes 
for the poison or medicine of any kind, 
relying on the prayers of his fellow re- 
ligionists to cure him. 

Pugh was bitten on the little finger 
while picking strawberries. He was a 
former alderman of Zion City, going to 
Zion in the days when John Alexander 
Dowie was its overseer. 

Pugh is the most prominent Zionist to 
die in torture without medical attend- 
ance since Dowle’s daughter succumbed 
some years ago to burns she suffered 
when an alcohol lamp used to heat an 
iron to curl her hair exploded.

President Names 35o0-Pound- 
er From Cape Girardeau for 
Place in St. Louis. 





Edward F. Regenhardt of Cape Gi- 


rardeau, who weighs 3850 pounds and 


who stopped a parade in front of his 
house so that President Taft might 
kiss his baby, named “Bill” Taft Regen- 
hardt, has been appointed United States 
Marshal for the Eastern District of 
Missouri. He succeeds W. L. Morsey. 
The news came in a special dispatch 
to the Post-Dispatch from Washington, 


Tuesday. 

The, story is told that when the Taft 
fleet stopped at Cape Girardeau on its 
way to the Gulf last fall, Regenhardt, 
then a.candidate for the position, was 
chairman of the Entertainment Commit- 
tee at his home town. He had organized 
a parade, and led it past his home. 

As the President arrived in front of 
the house Regenhardt gave the signal 
to stop, whereupon Mrs. Regenhardt, 
appeared on the front porch with three 
children. Regenhardt introduced the 
three boys successively as “Bill’ Mc- 
Kinley Regenhardt, “‘Teddy” Roosevelt 
Regenhardt and “Bill” Taft Regen- 
hardt. 

The President, delighted, took his 
namesake, an infant, from hig mother’s 
arms and kissed him. Whereupon Re- 
genhardt'’s candidacy experienced a 
boom. 

The candidate’s physique also pleased 
the President, who learning that he 
was an aspirant for the marshalship, re- 
marked jovially: 

“I think you are big enough for the 
job.”’ 

Morsey wired his congratulations to 
Regenhardt, who was in Washington 
when his appointment was announced 
Tuesday. 

“During my two terms of office,” said 
Morsey, “nothing has ever been said 
against my record, and I have handled 
some big cases. This makes me feel 
good. I am satisfied that the fact that 
I have served two full terms is the 
reason of my failing of reappointment.” 

The selection of Regenhardt, who is 
six feet four inches ta!], is regarded as 
a victory for Gov. Hadley and his asso- 
cilates in the State Republican organiza- 
tion. 

It is not known, however, whether 
Senator Warner, who had originally 
promised to support Morsey, went over 
to the Regenhardt candidacy. 

President Matt Reynolds of the St. 
Louls Board of Police Commissioners, 
went to Washington a few days ago 
to urge Morsey’s claims. About twelve 
members of the State Committee also 
favored Morsey, while the others in- 
dersed Regenharat.

At a meeting of Methodist ministers 
at the Union Methodist Church, Dr. 
Lichliter created a stir by attack- 
ing a venerable ideal of a clergyman 


—the one who calis assiduously upon 
the “sisters,’’ sympathizes with them 
over the disappearance of the house cat 
or the ‘‘falling’’ of the bread, pats all 
the children on the head and says: 
“Well, how's my little man today” and 
inquiries anxiously about the health of 
Brother Jones when he has a headache. 

“All this is not a man’s job,’ said 
Dr. Lichliter. ‘‘A minister’ should be 
the leader of a militant organization, 
not the superintendent of a spiritual 
hospital. The church should be the 
pastor’s force, not his field. 

“The physician doesn’t go around 
every day asking his patients to stick 
out their tongues. Whenever anything 
ails them they call him up and tell him 
so. Neither, should preachers be _-re- 
quirea to visit the members of the flock 
frequently and look at their spiritual 
tongues. Whenever they really need his 
aid, they can tell him so. 

Pastor Not a Nurse. 

“a minister should be a man doing a 
man’s work, and not a nurse minister- 
ing to ecclesiastical hypochondriacs. 
When men join the cuurch they should 
be seeking an opportunity for service, 
instead of wishing to be coddled by the 
pastor. As it is, many of them want to 
be looked after, nursed along and in- 
quired after. 

“J am not trying to abolish pastora) 
calls, but instead of promiscuous 
calls, the steady round of purposeless 
and petty visits, the minister should 
call only where he is needed and per- 
haps only where he is needed most.’’ 

Dr Lichliter inveighed against the 
practice of expecting preachers to be. 
come “itinerant beggars,’’ canvassing 
from house to house for church and 
charity funds, “Why hire a $75-a-week

Report Immediately Is Pre- 
sented to the Senate 
by Elkins. 








By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The con- 
ferees of the Senate and House reached 
f& complete agreement on the ‘railroad 
bill at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon and 
Senator Elkins immediately presenred 
the repor! to the Senate. He announced 
that he would call it up for action to- 
morrow. 

Shortly after the Republican conferees 
assembled, Senator Newlands aud Rep- 
resentative Adamson, the Democratic 
members, were called in. 

The conferees have been at the White 
House daily since their appointment, 
and there has been every desire on their 
part to conform to the President’s 
wishes In perfecting the bill. 

There has been some friction over 
putting into the bill 
authorizing the appointment of a com- 
mission by the Preisdent to take up the 
subject of stock watering by the rail- 
roads. The President has remained firm 
in his insistance that there should be 
some provision looking to the control of 
future issues of railroad securities in 
order that the party might say it had 
complied with -s platform pledge in 
this respect. 

It is said that as late as this morn- 
ing a committee of railroad attorneys 
was urging the conferees not to put 
such a provision in the bill. This fact 
was reported to the President, but did 
not disturb him. 

The Conference Comittee adopted the 
House long and short haul provision and 
the Senate provision in regard to the 
suspension of the increase in rates. 

The latter section provides, in effect, 
increases shall not 
go into effect for a’period of 11 months 
from the time notice is given by the 
railroads; but it is provided further 
that the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion shall give hearings on such ques- 
tions preference over all other questions 
pending before it and shall make de- 
cisions thereon as speedily as possible. 

The report provides that the section 
relating to the suspension of increases 
in rates and the section providing for 
the appointment of a commission to in- 
vestigate the question of Federal regu- 
lation of stocks and bonds shall take ef- 
fetc immediately. The remaining por- 
tions of the bill will go into effect @ 
days from the date approved.

War on Bucketshops Begun by 
Sager Begins to Show Results 


The war against the bucketshops, be- 
gun under Circuit Attorney Sager, was 
not successfully prosecuted until with- 
in the last few months. Almost simul- 
taneously with Federal indictments 
against 2 men said to be financial 
backers of the shops, Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Newton got the conviction 
against Miner. 

Prior to this, Newton announced, 
April 11, that six other alleged bucket- 
shops had suspended operations. They 
were managed, he said, by T: E. Price, 
J <A. Joel, James F. Flanigan, F. J 
Brown, ‘William F. Ryan and Charles 
Lightner and George L. Harris, the 
last two being partners. 

Lightner and Harris had been indict- 
ec under the statute making it a fel- 
ony to deal in stock and grain futures 
where no actual delivery is contemplat-. 
ed. The indictments were dropped on 
their assurance that they would not 
reopen. 

Elevator Boys Directors. 

Miner was convicted May 6. He 
aid not take the stand in his own be- 
half, Dut relied on technicalities to 
defeat the prosecution. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Newton 
showed that three elevator boys were 
paid 50 cents each to sign their 
names as incorporators of the com-, 
pany. Former Judge Henry W.

Weithrop and Con P. Carroll, all of 
whom were then operating elevators 
in the Merchants-Laclede Building. 
Judge Bond told them, the testimony 
showed, that the man who was or- 
ganizing the company, didn't want 
his name known.

Letter to Reynolds Inquiring 
for Excise Man’s Succes- 
sor Causes Row. 








Excise Commissioner Henry 8. 
Caulfield, who has sent his resigna- 
tion to Gov. Hadley, to take effect 
Dec. 1, made the following answer to 
an inquiry to the Post-Dispatch, by 
telegraph, Tuesday from Springfield, 
Mo., where he is appearing before 
the Court of Appeals: 

“T shall have served as long as the 
public interest demands, and I wish 
to practice law.” 

Friends of Caulfield have suggested 
other reasons, which have to do with 
his political future. They say he may 
be a candidate for the United States 
senatorship or the mayoralty. ° 

Caulfield sent his resignation to 
Gov. Hadley two weeks ago, with 
the request that it become effective 
July 31. The Governor prevailed upon 
Caulfield to retain the office until 
Dec. 1. 

Caulfield was appointed Excise 
Commissioner at the expiration of 
his term in Congress. He at first 
declined to accept the appointment. 
Gov. Hadley went to Washington and 
persuaded him to take it. 

Reynolds Causes Row. 

Gov. Hadley has been trying to find 
an acceptable man to take Caulfield’s 
place. His inquiry for such a man, 
addressed to President Reynolds of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, was in- 
directly responsible for starting a big 
row among local Republicans. 

Judge Reynolds is said to have de- 
clared at a Republican meeting that the 
Governor’s request practically conferred 
upon him the authority of deputy gow 
ernor in St. Louis. He referred to the 
letter, according to Republican lead- 
ers, in pressing a demand for the re- 
nomination of Louis Alt for License 
Collector and Judge Withrow for Cir- 
cuit Judge. 

Caulfield served one term as Represen- 
tative tn Congress from the Eleventh 
District. He was made a membe? of the 
Judiciary Committee by Speaker Can- 
non, a rare honor for a first year man 
in Congress. Otto Stifel, who has long 
been a power in local Republican poli- 
tics, wanted Caulfield nominated for 
Mayor. Former Boss Howe, who had 
control of the actual machinery of the 
party at the time nominations were 
made, would not approve Caulfield and 
demanded Kreismann. But for Howe's 
opposition, Caulfield would have been 
the Republican nominee for Mayor. 


HADLEY DECLARES CAULFIELD 
LONG AGO WANTED TO RESIGN 


JEFFERSON Cc June 14.— 
Gov. Hadley said this morning that 
Henry 8. Caulfield, Excise Commission 
cr, has been wanting to resign for sev- 
eral months, but that he persuaded him 
te continue in office. 

“Caulfield several months ago handed 
me his resignation, but I persuaded him 
tc withdraw it. He is anxious, he says, 
t. resume the practice of law. I hops 
that I will be able to retain him as 
Excise Commissioner during my admin- 
istration,’’ the Governor said. 

It was learned today that Caulfield 
telephoned to Gov. Hadley yesterday 
asking to be permitted to resign, but 
the Governor strongly urged him to 
hang on. Caulfield's resignation is not 
in the Governor’s hands, but it is be- 
Heved that it is understood between 
them that Caulfield will retire near the 
close of this year. 

Gov. Hadley has on many occasions 
expressed himself as pleased with Caul- 
field's tact and good sense in the man- 
agement of the St. Louis excises.

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has filed five new suits. Two are against 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., which 
has the management of the building, and 
which has been held jointly liable with 
the owners. One is a garnishment suit 
against Rudolph F. Kilgen, former sec- 
retary and treasurer of the Century 
Realty Co. The fourth is against the 
Frankfort Marine, Accident and Plate 
Glass Insurance Co. and the fifth is 
against the Travelers’ Insurance Co., 
which assumed together the risk of acci- 
dents occurring in the Century Build- 
ing. 

Since the first suit for damages was 
brought, the building has changed hands 
three times. At the date of the accli- 
dent it was in the possession of the 
Century Realty Co. In March, 1906, the 
structure was acquired by the Syndicate 
Trust Co., which disposed of it three 
months later to the present owners, the 
Consolidated Investment Co. 

Miss Cooper filed suit in the summer 
of 1903, and two years later was non- 
suited by Judge Hough on the techni- 
cality that her petition did not show 
what caused the elevator to fall. 

In the fall of 1905 she instituted a sec- 
ond suit before Judge Ryan and a spe- 
cial jury. In January, 1906, she received 
a verdict of $5000 and costs, but a month 
later Judge Ryan set aside the judg- 
ment and ordered a new trial. 

Miss Cooper appealed to the Supreme 
Court. In December, 1909, the Supreme 
Court reversed and remanded the case, 
with directions to re-enter the verdict 
and judgment for $5000, bearing interest 
from the date of the original entry. 
Though six months have passed, Miss 
Cooper has been unable to obtain the 
enforcement of the Supreme Court's 
order. In the seven years, costs of $1800 
have accrued. 

Miss Cooper was a night operator for 
the Kinloch Telephone Co. on the top 
floor of the Century Bldg. At 7 a m., 
as she started home, the ‘elevator, with 
the door open, was standing at the top 
floor, apparently ready for service. She 
and a companion, Miss Rita Penn, 
stepped in and found that there was 
no conductor aboard. The car shot 
Gown as Miss Cooper was springing out 
and her arm was caught between the 
roof of the elevator and the floor, while 
her body was flung on top of the car. 
Her arm, acting as a wedge, kept the 
cage from dropping to the bottom of 
the shaft and saved Miss Penn's life. 

But for the assistance of a wealthy 
woman, whose name she declined to 
make public, Miss Cooper says she 
would have been compelled to drop the 
litigation years ago from lack of funds. 
Since the accident Miss Cooper has 


been unable to work and has lived with | 


her parents.

When the reporter called at the home, 
“Mrs. Bassett at first declared that her 
husband was not in, and then that he 

could not be seen. In the midst of her 
explanations Bassett himself came to 
the door, wan and withered, his eyes 
red-rimmed from weeping. 

“I came out to thank you for your 
plece in the paper,’’ he said in a trern- 
ulous voice. “I haven't read it my- 
self, but my family told me about it. 
You were as lenient as possible. 


Sobs as He Tells Story. 
“There is nothing more you can do to 


help me. The injury has been done. I 
am not under surveillance, but I am in 
charge of the officers of the glass com- 
pany. I am ready at any moment to 
answer a telephone call or message from 
them. I am not running away. You 
don’t know—how—deeply I—feel this.’’ 

Tne broken embezzler drew a hand- 
kerchief from his pocket and sobbed 
aloud, wiping his eyes. Mastering him- 
self with an effort, he continued, but 
tears continued to well up in his eyes. 

“T've turned all my property over to 
them,’’ he said, ‘“‘my home, my cottage 
at Chautauqua, all my stock, and even 
my life insurance.

PACIFIC STEAM: NAVIGATION 
COMPANY ENDS LONG CAREER 


Royal Mail Steam Packet Com- 
pany Absorbs Historic Mari- 


time Enterprise. 


The absorption of the Pacific Steam 
Navigation Co. by the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Co. of Great Britain marks the . A i cos s . 
passing of a historic steamship line. = 
For nearly 70 years ships of the Pacific 
company have been running from the 
British Isles through the Straits of Ma- 
gellen to the west coast of South Amer- 
ica. ‘But with the completion a few 
months ago on the Transandean tun- 
nel, connecting the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts by railway, the traffic and mail 
service were ended. 

Although a British institution, the Pa- 
cific company was created by an Ameri- 
can, William Wheelwright of Newbury- 
port, Mass. He was first consul at 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, when the project 
entered his mind. He sought a mail 
subsidy from Congress, but was refused. 
England granted the subsidy and he 
built a fleet of ships and the service 
was put into operation in the early 4s. 

The Royal Mail Co., by absorbing 
the Pacific Co., becomes one of the 
most formidable of the National mail 
corporations of the British empire. 

The Royal Mail was founded in 
1838, with a subsidy of $1,200,000 a 
year, and this was increased to $1,- 
360,000 when the company’s service 
was extended to the Rivér Platte. 
These payments were regularly main- 
tained for many years, without any 
remonstrance from the British Gov- 
ernment or its taxpayers, until the 
Royal Mail .interests had become 
firmly established in all ports be- 
tween Jamaica and Argentine, and 
this company, also, had grown 
to the magnitude of a British in- 
stitution, and made for itself a his- 
tory as proud as that of the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Co.

COMO, Italy, June 4.—‘Tell the New 
York World and the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch we want Porter Chariton ar- 
rested on a charge of wife murder and 
that he will doubtless. land in New 
York.”’ 

' So said Count Guiglia, Procurator of 
the King, to the Post-Dispatch today, 
after an exhaustive examination of the 
evidence so far discovered touching 
the crime in which Mrs. Mary Scott 
Castle Chariton was beaten insensi- 
bie in her villa and her body thrust into 
a trunk, which was weighted with a 
large stone and dropped into the waters 


of Lake Como, from which it was re- 


covered last Friday. 

Count Guiglila’s positive statement to 
the correspondent was made in the face 
of developments which convinced many 
that young Charlton was also a victim 
of the murderer who took the life of his 
bride, and that his body, like hers, was 
hidden in the waters of the lake of 
Como. A portion of a man’s coat was 
dragged to the surface from the bottom 
of the lake yesterday, and fishermen 
living near the villa which was occu- 
pied by the Charitons positively identi- 
fied it as a garment belonging to the 
young husband. The spot where the 
coat was found was close to the place 
where the trunk with the grewsome 
contents was recovered. 

Coat Upholds Consul’s Hypothesis. 

The finding of the coat, in the opinion 
of many, strengthens the theory ad- 
vanced by Charlies M. Caughy, the 
American Consul] at Milan, that a double 
murder was committed and that ycung 
Chariton’s body will yet be found at 
the bottom of th: lake. 

Count Guiglia gave the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent an opportunity to ex- 
amine evidence which has not been re- 
vealed to anyone else excepting the de- 
tectives who are working on the 
strange murder. 

‘If, as Count Guigiia believes, Chariton 
murdered his bride, jealousy was the 
motive. The couple arrived here from 
Venice May 5, stopping for two days at 
the Hotel Suisse. Their luggage con- 
sisted of two bags and three trunks. 
They were apparently very happy. 

They rented a villa at Moltrasio, 
which is five niiles from town. The vil- 
Ja, which overlooks the lake, is delight- 
fully located and they expected to oc- 
cupy it three months. A week after they 
took possession the servant they had 
hired left. 

On May 17 Mr. and Mrs. Chariton were 
in the Hotel Suisse drinking cham- 
pagne. They had a bitter quarrel there 
and at 2 o’clock in the morning were 
ordered out of the hotel. They got a 
rowboat to take them back to Moltragio. 
The last time the couple were seen in 
public was on Sunday, June, 5. They 
visited a smali hotel near their villa. 

Storm on Night of Seventh. 

The next day, Monday, the 6th. a 
man who called at the villa to deliver 
Bome with was refused admittance 
ty Chariton. The night of Tuesday the 
“9th, was very stormy, a tiny stream run- 
ming past the house becoming a small 
river, the rushing of the waters making 
& great noise. 

_ All that week milk that had. been de- 
Jivered at the house remained outside 
. untouched. 

_ The last seen of Chariton was on 
Wednesday, the 8th, two days before 
the trunk with the body of the hand- 
some. American woman inside, was 
fished out of the lake. On that day 
Chariton visited a public house in Mol- 
trasio, and he was then noticeably ex- 
cited and nervous, according to those 
who saw him. The place in the lako 
where the trunk and the body were 
found is about thirty yards out from 
@ landing which connects with a road. 
Two hundred yards away on this road 
stands the villa, which the Charitons 
occupied. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
learned today that when the body was 
found in the trunk it was dressed pre- 
cisely the same as when Mrs. Chari- 
ton was last seen in public. 


First Husband’s Letters 
The letters found in the trunk were 


love letters written to the murdered 
Woman 6 years ago by Castle, her first 
husband, before they were married. 

Further search of the villa has re- 
vealed the torn scraps of a letter. When 
these were pieced together by Count 
Guiglia and the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, it proved to be a letter writ- 
ten by her at the time she 
lived in New York. It was ad- 
dressed to her first husband and was 
signed “Mey.” It evidently was writ- 
ten at the time their divorce suit was 
pending. In the letter sue begged him 
to return all of her letters and direct. 
-@d him, until the divorce was granted, 
to communicate with her only through 
her lawyer. In the closing paragraph 
she. expressed kindly wishes for his

Trunk Was Charlton’s. 
The trunk in which the body, was hid- 


den ‘belonged to Charlton. All of the 
other baggage is intact, a fact which, 
in the opinion of authorities, goes to 
discredit the theory that Charlton also 
was murdered. 

Constantine Ispolaff, the Russian ar- 
tist who helped the Charltons select 
the villa, still remains in custody and 
conttnmues to deny any guilty knowledge 
of the crime, but the authorities are 
firm in their conviction that he has not 
told all he knows. 


JUDGE PAUL CHARLTON HAS 
NOT HEARD FROM HIS SON 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—Judge 
Paul Charlton, solicitor of the War 
Department, whose son, Porter, is be- 
ing sought in connection with the 
mysterious death of his wife in Como 
Lake, Italy, was at his office yester- 
day for a few minutes. He declined 
to discuss the progress of the search 








for his son or the death of his daugh- 
ter-in-law, who was Mrs. Mary Scott 
Castle before her marriage a short 
time ago to the young Washington 
boy. 

The report that Porter’s coat had 
been found in the lake in which the 
trunk containing the woman's body 
was found, served to strengthen the 
suspicion of Judge Charlton that 
young Porter was murdered. too. . 

A dispatch to London, stating that 
the father of Charlton had received 
a message from his missing son was 
declared untrue by Judge Charlton. 

A brother of Judge Charlton came 
to Washington from Iowa during the 
day, and will stay with him until his 
anxiety is relieved. 

The only news received by the 
State Department in the case was 
that Minister Leishman has gone 
from Rome to Milan to take up per- 
sonally the conduct of the investiga- 
tion of the mystery.

A special train over the B. & O. South- 
western will carry the Spanish-American 
warriors, who are paying their own way 


to do honor to the man under whom 
they fought at Las Guasimas and San 
Juan Hill.

Another 
train, eastward bound from Chicago, 
will meet the riders mobilizing in the 
South at Washington, D. C., on Thurs- 
On that day the riders will pay 
their respects to President Taft at the 
White House, departing the same even- 
ing for New York, where they are to 
be entertained by the Eastern division of 
their association. 

Roosevelt's Rough Riders’ Association 
consists of all surviving members of the 
original regiment that fought the two 
memorable battles in Cuba in 1898.

EQUALIZERS MAKE 
O MILLION INGREASE 
IN ASSESSMENTS 


Corporation Property Val- 
ues Are Boosted by the 
State Tax Board. 





JEFFERSON CITY, June 14.—The 
State Board of Equalization, as fore- 
casted by the Post-Dispatch, has in- 


creased the valuation of railroad and 
telephone property for the present 
year’s taxes a little more than $3,. 
000,600, which will bring the total 
valuation of public service corpora- 
tion property to about $175,231,000. 

The heaviest single increase falls 
upon the Bell Telephone Co., being 
$1,260,000. The St. Louis Terminal 
Railway Association’s assessment is 
increased $695,000. Among the rail- 
roads, all the trunk lines are in- 
creased, 

The Kansas City Southern increased 
$1600 a mile over last year’s valuation, 
On the main line of the Missouri Pa- 
cific and Iron Mountain systems there 
is an increase of $200 a mile. An in- 
crease of $600 a mile was made on the 
Memphis division of the Frisco. The 
Santa Fe, the Burlington, the Wabash 
and all the main lines will have to 
stand for small increases. 

The street railway, telegraph compan- 
ies and bridge assessments of last year 
will remain the same, as neither classes 
of property seemed to the board to have 
gained in value. 

Outside of the heavy increase on 
the Bell Telephone Co, the increases 
on other telephone lines, including 
the Home Telephone Co. of Kansas 
City, will. be small, intended merely 
to include improvements since last 
year. 

The exact valuation of each class 
of property cannot be given for sev- 
eral days, as a great deal of figuring 
will be necessary in order to extend 
the full valuation to each particular 
class of property.

GROSS TAX INEQUALITIES. 

The members of the Board of Equalization say 
they can do nothing to avoid the injustice of dis- 
tributing the assessments of railroad terminals 
over the main lines in the counties because the 
law commands it. Certainly, they must obey the 
law, but they can call attention to the injustice 
of the Jaw and urge the Legislature to amend it. 

The law was framed in the interest of the rail- 
roads and support was obtained for it through the 
plea that it would enable the counties to obtain 
some of the taxes paid by the railroads for costly 
city terminals. The railroads by means of the law 
reduce their taxes by substituting low county rates 
for high city rates on millions of dollars’ worth of 
their city property. The assessment made on the 
railroads as a whole is distributed in proportion to 
main line mileage. For instance, the Missouri Pa- 
cific has millions of dollars’ worth of terminals in 
St. Louis and its main line in the city is worth 
many timés its main line value in the country. 
But for purposes of taxation St. Louis is credited 
with 7.03 miles of road and Cole County is cred- 
ited with 24.40 miles. St. Louis gets taxes on 
$150,723.20 of Missouri Pacific property and Cole 
County gets taxes on $523,136. The absurdity of 
this mode of distribution is as manifest ag its 
injustice. St. Louis loses a large amount of taxes 
which rightfully belongs to the city and the rail- 
road retains a lot of money through low rates of 
taxation in the counties which it should pay into 
the public treasury. 

The Board of Equalization is composed of the 
Governor, the State Auditor and Treasurer, the 
Attorney-General and the Secretary of State. No 
governor has recommended a change in the law, 
and no one of these officials occupying high posi- 
tions of trust and honor have urged a change. 
They administer a grossly unjust law without 
protest. . 

Although the alleged mistake in the assessment 
of the Bell Telephone Co. last year will be ratified 
this year by a moderste increase of that corpora- 
tion’s assessment, the total] increase in all public 
service corporations is not expected to exceed $5,- 
000,000. The values claimed by the public utility 
companies in St. Louis for rate-making purposes 
compared with the assessed values fixed by the 
Board of, Equalization, taken with the gross in- 
equalities permitted ir the assessments of city and 
country property, proves the failure of the present 
system of taxation. Under the system real re- 
forms are blocked by political considerations and 
practical obstacles. 

The situation emphasizes the necessity of a 
radical change of the tax system. The adoption 
of the amendment for the ‘separation of the 
sources of State and local taxation will solve the 
problem. Taxes will then be levied in the local 
taxing districts according to each one’s needs, and 
none will have to bear an unjust burden of State 
taxes.

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AN ANTI-GRAFT SOCIETY. 

In Washington a speech by former Gov. Folké 
on graft was followed by the organization of an 
anti-graft association to be made national in 
scope. Who could refuse to ally himself with 
such a movement and hope to retain the respect 
of his neighbors? 

Gifford Pinchot has been trying to oust graft 
through conservation. Hughes won fame by suc- 
cessfully assaulting it in another form. Roose- 
velt’s distinction came from attacking rebates, 
which were graft, and similar devices, all sus- 
ceptible of similar diagnosis. 

Democrats talk bravely of revising the tariff, 

but they dread the task. There is as much pro- 
fection sentiment among Democrats in the South 
as there is anti-protection sentiment among Re- 
publicans in the North. No pacty can be a unit 
on a thing which affects individual fortunes. 
Party loyalty yields to selfish interest. The tariff 
split the Republicans. Can the Democrats stand 
solid where the Republicans split? And yet the 
tariff is the parent graft. Who can decline ad- 
herence to a plan to take the graft out of the 
tariff? 
Graft has become a potent and comprehensive 
word. It includes all forms of gain which repel 
conscience, and therefore fail to win the approval 
of the people. There are others who hate graft 
with as much fierceness as Folk. But there are 
no others who had the good fortune to uncover so 
much of it or force the punishment of so many 
grafters. So it is peculiarly his platform. Instead 
of Folk’s candidacy teing founded on an obsolete 
issue, as the Springfield Republican intimated, it 
is founded on a live issue. There ig plenty of 
graft to be eliminated and a host of people are 
ready to fight under an anti-graft banner.

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ANOTHER ‘WONDERFUL FLIGHT, 

One month ago, before Curtiss flew for the 
World’s prize from Albany to New York, such a 
flight as that of Charles K. Hamilton to Phila- 
delphia would alone set an American record for 
distance traveled express by aeroplane between 
two cities. It did set a record for the longest 
flight of that kind without stop. 

While Hamilton did not on his return fulfill all 
the conditions set by the New York Times and 
the Philadelphia Ledger, he practically succeeded. 
He covered a greater distance than would have 
brought him within New York’s limits and landed 
near the original northern terminus of the first 
railroad between the two great cities after having 
traversed in all more than 165 miles at an average 
speed little short of 50 miles an hour. Paulhan, 
in his London-Manchester flight, did but 32 miles 
more at a lower speed, with a night’s rest break- 
ing the journey. But the honor of the longest 
unbroken flight, 117 miles, still remains with 
Paulhan. ;

bile could have followed him at that rate to 
Philadelphia without a protected right of way, 
a condition ordinarily impossible.

After years of trial, engineers have 
not found it necessary in other means of naviga- 
tion and transportation to provide auxiliary mo-: 
tors, so why should it be necessary in an aero- 
plane?

T is sometimes asserted that the juries are responsible for the 
miscarriage of justice which occasionally takes place in crim- 
inal cases. | 
As a rule the responsibility for such miscarriage will b 

found on the bench and not in the jury box. Observation teaches 
us, and the law reports prove, that ten guilty men escape through 
the errors and mistakes and technical quibbles of the courts for 
one who escapes through an error of the jury, writes Judge Henry 
Clay Caldwell in the Printing Trades Magazine. 

One of England’s best and ablest judges, Lord Chief Justice 
Denman, said: 

‘*It is a grateful task to bear testimony to the excellent con- 
duct of juries at the Old Bailey sessions. I don’t remember a 
single conviction that appeared to be unjust.’ Some acquittals have 
startled me; but often very good reasons, which had not occurred 
to me at the trial, have been suggested afterwards and I have often 
thought that their mistakes might be traced to their feeling too 
much deference for certain vulgar scraps of judicial phraseology 
whieh have come to be considered as principles of law.”’

HIS big fight on the coast, whereon 
7 the entire world will look with as 
much gusto as ever our old friend 
Caligula viewed a flesh-rending mati- 
nee in the Coliseum, will serve one good 
purpose not generally credited to it. It 
will contribute.an instructive chapter 
on the possibilities of rebuilding the de- 
bilitated human frame. 

Over one year ago James J. Jeffries, 
then a man mammoth of some 800 
pounds, decided, after mature investi- 
gation, to find out if it were possible, 
at the age of 34, to throw off the effects 
of five years of idleness, or worse. When 
he hegan light training the bulging mus- 
cles of other days were gone and in 


their stead were smooth, fatty tissues of 
little power. After nearly six months 
of training, during which Jeffries laid 
aside 30 pounds of fat and took on 
strength, he decided that history was 
not veracious in saying that an athlete 
could not “‘come back” after five years. 
He accepted a fight for the champion- 
ship of the world as the defender of the 
Caucasian race’s prowess. He believed 
that it was possible to get into form as, 
fundamentally, none of his faculties had 
been impaired. He argued even that a 
rest from the pounding that might have 
been incidental had he remained in the 
ring, was really a good thing. 
The Restored Jeffries. 
ODAY, in support of his argument 
L 3 that regeneration is possible, Jef- 
fries offers himself for inspection. 
Pictures show those of us who must ob- 
serve at long range that Jeffries is to- 
day the perfect athlete, In appearance. 
Not an. ounce of superfluous flesh is to 
be observed and his muscles are sharply 
defined as those of best-groomed physi- 
cal culture show artist. Briefly, it is 
for an athlete to appear 
more physically fit than does Jeffries. 
That it is not merely appearance is 
shown in the fact that Jeffries boxes 
nine rounds with his partners almost 
every day, taking no rest. between 
rounds and letting his opponents alter- 
rate each three rounds. Reports say 
he does not even puff after this form of 
endurance. 
Jeff Shows What Can Be Done. 
T will remain for the fight itself, 
| however, to tell if Jeffries is com- 
pletely restored. If he wins it 
should be an inspiration to these old 
young men of the athletic world who 
have been content to accept the term 
““‘has-been” at ages like 26 and 238. 
Win or lose, Jeff is the living exem- 
plification of how a broken-down 


physique may be repaired. The lesson 


should do the world more than passing 

good, if observers will take the hint. 

Many a shattered system could be put 

back where it once was with attention 
and continued work. 

The Case of Corbett. 

HERE is a strong belief extant 

- that a retired athlete can never 

come back. This exists because 

no fighter before—with one exception— 
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ever devoted any considerable length 
of time to getting fit. After deteriorat- 
ing for four or five years, they gener- 
ally try to fit themselves with two 
months’ work. Jeffries has taken 18 
months. 

The other fighter who attempted to do 
what Jeffries has done was James J. 
Corbett. On the quiet Corbett prepared 
for almost one and one-half years for 
Jeffries, after a life that—well, Corbett 
ran a thirst emporium on Broadway, 
New York, so you can guess the rest. 

But what was the result in Corbett’s 
case? He stepped into the ring such 
& man as James J. Jeffries, who 
had trained him for his fight with Fitz, 
never dreamed of. Corbett was &@ won- 
der, and for 23 rounds he made a mon- 
key of the wonderful James J. Jef- 
fries. In the twenty-third round the 
big bear of the Sierras broke through 
the wonderful defense of Gentleman 
Jim for just one blow—the one needed 
to end the fight with a knockout—and 
the only possible way in which Jef- 
fries could have saved himself from be- 
ing outpointed. The defeat prevented 
Corbett’s wonderful return to life from 
attracting attention. Nevertheless, Cor- 
bett had completely restored himself. 

Corbett and Jeffries’ experiences tip 
it off that it is time that is required 
to restore battered physiques, just as 
well as physical exercise. Gradual res- 
toration means building up the strength 
as well as taking off the flesh. And 
it appears that James J. Jeffries has 
learned well the lesson that Corbett 
first taught. 

So, while they call this just a brutal 
prize fight, many of us can see in it a 
chapter from the book of nature, which 
all would do well to read.

Philadelphia’s Celebrated Steal. 


FFORTS have been made in the 
- past to steal the signals by the 

most brazen trickery and un- 
sportsmaniike methods. Perhaps the 
worst case of this kind ever revealed 
was that of the old Philadelphia team 
in the National League. Here was the 
greatest aggregation of batters ever 
assembled on one team, but, not sat- 
isfied with their natural] batting ability, 
they wanted to know in advance what 
kind of a ball the pitcher was going 
to serve in order to increase their hit- 
ting. Morgan Murphy, one of the clev- 
erest men at interpreting signals who 
éver played in a ball game, formulated 
the plan. Stationing himself with a 
confederate in the clubhouse tn center 
field, he armed hinself with a pair of 
powerful field glasses with which he 
watched the signals of the catchers as 
well as the signals of the managers 
from the bench. It was afterward 
learned that he frequently watched the 
pitcher, catcher and manager making 
up their signals before a game and fre- 
quently knew before play started every 
signal that was to be used.

SCOLOGNE, Germany, June 14.—It is 
estimated that 200 persons lost their 
lives in the flood that swept the valley 
of the River Ahr in the Eifel region. 

Eighty-seven bodies had been recov- 
ered today. These were found along 
the river banks. A report received here 
Says that 5) lives were lost at the 
Village of Schult when a bridge, which 
Was crowded with persons watching 
the turbulent water, was carried away. 

Throughout the Abr Valley only one 
bridge is left standing. 

The floods were caused by a heavy 
rain that had continued for several 
days, causing the River Ahr to break 
its bounds.. Sunday night there was a 
cloudburst and the waters choked the 
valley, drowning every living creature 
in their path and causing immense,mon- 
etary damage. 

Two barracks in which Italian and 
‘ roatian laborers were housed were 
swept away and their occupants, who 
were in their beds,- were drowned. 

The railway was washed out and sev- 
eral villages were destroyed. Lightning 
which accompanied the rains did much 
damage. Yesterday the flood subsided. 

There is much distress among the 
peasants of the valley who have sur- 
vived, as most of them have lost their 
possessions.

Miss Annie Russell last night por- 
trayed the most wistful-mischievous and 
countrified-citified Lady Teazje that I 
have ever seen, new and daring in con- 
ception, yet strangely and convincingly 
true, rendering singularly vital, ana 
with a certain appealing hedgerow fra- 
grance, what has until now been main- 
ly a figure of the gayest comedy make- 
believe in my imaginative eye. Yet 
Miss Russell was not one whit more 
the artist last night than was Mr. Cecil 
Yapp in the minor part of Snake, which 
he made a cackling and. malice-faced 
figure of the coldest social venom. 

Mr. Louis Calvert took the character 
of Sir Peter Teazle and put into it a 
certain mellowness, a lingering residue 
of good humor, which, seeming at first 
vastly to imperil its traditional appea! 
of choleric farce, ultimately and justly 
so endeared it to us all as to sound the 
very keynote of its success. Yet Mr 
Calvert’s Sir Peter was in no wise su- 
perior to the unimportant Trip of Mr 
Oswald Yorke’s playing, as keen and 
lightly touched a stage drawing as one 
could wish to see. 

The Joseph Surface played by Mn A 
M. Anson, like the Lady Teazle of Miss 
Russell and the Sir Peter of Mr. Ca)- 
vert, itself defied tradition, the diver- 
gence in this instance being toward ar 
interpretation less hackneyed with th> 
invariabie broad-stroke touches of 
blood-iced hypocrisy and obviously un- 
human falseness, the result being, for 
the first time in my recollection, a Jo- 
seph Surface so plausible ag indeed to 
seem a saint of fine sentiment to those 
whom he befooled so long. Yet, newly 
truthful as it was, this Joseph Surface 
was of no purer fidelity to nature than 
the old Rowley played by Mr. Jacob 
Wendell Jr., a ‘‘little’’ part made big 
by loving artistry. 

And so it went straight down the lin> 
—J] mention these individual instances 
merely to efmphasize the good and 
grateful moral of last night’s perform- 
ance as a whole, which is that it is the 
well-completed picture that counts, not 
the one big splash of mastery on an 
otherwise unfulfilled and inconspicuous 
canvas. The figure of the “star was 
absent—a malevolent figure in the art 
ot the stage. In its place were the 
beneficent figures of many good play- 
ers, all playing to one good end-—the 
best good of the play itself.
